Credit union exempt from federal laws

Last week’s U.S. Supreme Court 
ruling that limits federally chartered 
credit unions to serving one company 
or group of employees hasn't directly 
affected Scott Credit Union. 

At least, not yet. 

That’s because Scott, the largest 
credit union in southwestern Illinois, 
is state chartered. But, that may only 
have bought the local financial insti- 
tution some time. 


“(The banking industry) found a 
flaw in the federal Credit Union Act, 
and they went after it and were suc 
cessful,"’ said James M. Bright, 
Scott’s chief executive officer. ‘‘They 
didn’t go after the federal credit 
unions and say, ‘We'll just leave the 


state chartered 
alone.” ”” 

Last week’s 5-4 decision threw out 
a 16-year-old government rule that 
allowed company credit unions to 
accept members from other compa- 
nies. Federal law does not allow 
credit unions to expand their mem- 
berships that way 

Credit unions have long been 
attractive to consumers for low-inter- 
est loans, credit cards and stable or 
non-existent monthly service fees. 

Bright said that Scott has joined 
forces trying to get the policy rein- 
stated. Legislation is currently in the 
U.S. House of Representatives that 
could do so 

“Even though it doesn’t affect us, 
we’ve been active in the cause, 
Bright said. ‘“Banks will continue to 
attack credit unions whether they’re

state or federally chartered. They’ve 
made it very clear...that their highest 
priority is to restrict the market for 
credit unions.”’ 

Bright said the fight is not likely to 
end soon. 

“(Banks) have launched a blatantly 
anti-competitive strategy,’’ Bright 
said. ‘It’s going to be a tough battle 
for a while.”” 

Bright said the healthy profits that 
credit unions see each year pose a 
threat to banks. But unlike banks, 
Bright said those profits are funneled 
back into the communities the credit 
unions serve 

In Scott’s case, that includes Scott 
Air Force Base, Belleville, Collins- 
ville, Fairview Heights and Granite 
City. Almost anyone who lives or

and may have no space available for 
new Medicaid patients. Consequently, 
there is a demand for the services 
provided by the Madison County nurs- 
ing home and sheltered care home.

70 years old and obsolete. The costs 
of continuously retrofitting and 
upgrading to maintain compliance 
with health, fire and safety regula- 
tions are tremendous. Tall ceilings, 
old windows and poor insulation 
make it difficult to heat the buildings.

“The issue of Dr. Werner is 
important and very personal 
We're trying to go forward on

“President Sanders was con- 
cerned that both here and in 
Carbondale, David Werner and 
(Chancellor) Donald Beggs not 
be given any preference in the 
search process,"’ Pogatshnik 
said 

Pogatshnik said he did not 
think Werner was interested in 
the job.

Man found guilty of murder, robbery

“Violence, absolute violence, 
and intimidation, absolute 
intimidation.”’ 

That was the way U‘S. Attor- 
ney Edward L. Dowd Jr 
described last year’s robbery 
of the Lindell Bank & Trust 
Co. in south St. Louis. Security 
guard Richard Heflin Jr. died 
of multiple gunshot wounds 
suffered during the robbery. 

Last week a U.S. District 
Court jury found Billie Allen, 
20, of the 3100 block of Oregon 
Avenue, guilty of the robbery 
and fatal shooting of the 
guard. The jury deliberated 
only about two hours after 
hearing closing arguments that 
included Dowd’s comment that 
the evidence against Allen was 
“absolutely overwhelming. 
There is no question of this 
defendant’s guilt.’’ 

Dowd also said Allen and 
Holder came to the Lindell 
Bank last March 17 ‘‘armed 
for war, armed to kill for mon. 
ey, armed to kill Richard 
Heflin Jr. for money.’’ 

Now the same jury will 
decide whether Allen should 
receive the death penalty the 
government is seeking. The 
penalty phase of the trial 
began Monday. 

Allen’s co-defendant, Norris 
Holder, is scheduled to go on 
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trial immediately after the 
penalty phase of Allen’s trial 

Defense attorney Richard 
Sindel is expected to argue 
that Allen should be spared the 
death penalty because of sev- 
eral conditions, including post 
traumatic stress syndrome and 
attention deficit disorder 

In addition, Sindel may con- 
tinue to depict Norris Holder 
as the one responsible for plan- 
ning the robbery and acquiring 
all the weapons and ammuni- 
tion. 

During his closing com 
ments, Sindel said the prosecu- 
tien had failed to prove that 
Allen intended to kill Heflin. 
He said Heflin’s most serious 
wounds were from ricochets — 
not from bullets that went 
directly into his body. In addi- 
tion, all off Heflin’s wounds 
were below the waist. Those 
facts were ‘‘not consistent with 
murder with malice of fore- 
sight,” Sindell said 

“The only fatal bullets were 
accidents,’’ he said 

During the past two weeks, 
prosecutors built their case 
with a parade of witnesses who 
testified about the St. Patrick’s 
Day robbery. The testimony 
included that of ice to 
whom Allen confessed his 








involvement in the robbery. 

Bank employees described 
the horror of that morning 
when just after 10:30 a.m. two 
men with assault weapons 
charged into the bank and shot 
Heflin as he reached for his 
service revolver. The robbers 
both fired their weapons and 
one of them approached the 
fallen Heflin and shot at him 
several more times. Dowd said 
the hollow point bullets shot 
from the powerful weapons 
caused ‘horrible ounds: He 
never had a chance.”’ 

As the men left the bank 
with about $50,000, one witness 
outside caught a glimpse of 
Allen’s face as he removed his 
ski mask. Another witness who 
had been at the drive-through 
window followed the van into 
Forest Park. There the van 
caught fire. According to pros- 
ecutors, Holder had doused the 
van with gasoline, planning to 
destroy it before transferring 
to a second stolen van in For- 
est Park. But while fleeing the 
robbery scene, Holder flicked 
his cigarette lighter and acci- 
dentally ignited the gasoline 
fumes 

With the van burning, Allen 
escaped on foot and 
approached two city workers, 
who gave him a ride to a 
MetroLink station. Later the 
workers, as well as a witness 
outside the bank

With six weeks until the April 15 income 
tax deadline, tax preparers are gearing 
up for the last-minute rush. 

The biggest crunch actually came last 
month, when many taxpayers filed their 
income tax returns in hopes of receiving 
refunds as soon as possible 

“Our worst time is the first two weeks 
in February when all the W-2s have 
arrived,” said Linda Hosto, a tax prepar- 
er at H & 2 Block, 1538-H Troy Road in 
Edwardsville.

Glen Carbon girl, 17, reports suspect in pornography case

The case of a Glen Carbon girl, whose 
picture during a sex act was distributed 
all over the world, might serve as a 
warning about the Internet, a prosecutor 
said Tuesday. 

“Jt makes you wonder about the Inter 
net,” Madison County Assistant State’s 
Attorney Amy Maher said. ‘“‘It causes 
concern over parents who may not be as 
computer literate as their children and 
what goes on.”” 

Maher is prosecuting a case in which a 
Glen Carbon girl, 17, allegedly became 
tangled up in a child pornography case 
after meeting a man in a chat room on 
the Internet. 

Police have arrested Chad R. Taylor, 
22, of Springfield. He is charged with sev 
en counts of child pornography for alleg- 
edly making a sexually explicit tape with 
the 17-year-old and then using the Internet 
to advertise it. 

Officials said the tape was made last 
September but that the girl apparently 
thought better of it after she realized the

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Questions and 
answers on 
state tourney 


With the IHSA Class AA boys bas- 
ketball tournaments kicking into gear 
this week, some questions are beg- 
ging for answers. 

Question: Who will represent the 
Metro East in the Carbondale Super- 
Sectional?

If a person (the Plaintiff) is struck by a golf ball, 
can he successfully pursue a claim against his 
golfing partner (the Defendant) who hit the 
errant shot? It should be noted at the outset 
that the answer to this question will depend 
upon the facts and circumstances of each 
individual case. In one recent case, the Plaintiff, 
Gerald Zurla, alleged that the Defendant, Victor 
Hydel, negligently hit a golf ball which struck 
him in the head as the two men played a round 
of golf during a weekend trip to Florida. 

In-this particular case, the Plaintiff and 
Defendant went from Chicago to Florida for a 
weekend of recreation that included fishing and 
golf. The defendant prepared to hit his second 
shot. to the fourth green thinking that the 
Plaintiff was safely positioned away from the 
green. Defendant’s shot flew directly at the 
Plaintiff, and the ball struck the Plaintiff on the 
right temple causing injury. 

The issue in this case regarded the proper 
duty care as between golfers. The Defendant 
argued that a golfer hit by a stray ball should 
have to prove willful and wanton misconduct 
against the Defendant. This is a very different 
standard and would involve proving: reckless 
























































disregard for the safety of others. The Plaintiff 
responded that the proper standard of care 
should be the same here as in any ordinary 
negligence case, namely that the Defendant 
failed to exercise reasonable care for the safety 
of other golfers. 

Generally speaking, Illinois law requires the 
Plaintiff to prove willful and wanton misconduct 
in athletic competitions only if he is injured ina 
“contact” sport. The theory here is that this 
elevated standard of care should be required 
for a Plaintiff who willfully chooses to engage 
in more dangerous competition 

However, the Court noted here that golf can 
hardly be considered a “contact” sport. The 
Appellate Court stated that golf is simply not 
the type of game in which participants are 
customarily struck by the ball. The court 
further noted that a golf course is not usually 
considered a dangerous place, nor the playing 
of golf a hazardous undertaking. 

For all of these reasons, the Appellate Court 
found that a golfer injured by a golf ball need 
only allege and prove traditional negligence in 
order to recover damages, rather than willful 
and wanton misconduct.

Former POW lucky to be alive

Richard Anchus wants to be 
remembered as a good soldier 
who tried to do the right thing 

But is he a hero? 

“‘No,’’ said Anchus, an 
O’Fallon resident.: ‘Vietnam 
prisoners of war do not consid 
er themselves heroes because 
we were just ordinary people 
who were put in a place during 
extraordinary circumstances 


Anchus’ story, however, is 
extraordinary 
“Sometimes, when I give a 


speech, my blood pressure and 
heart rate goes up, but not 
now,”’ he said. “I’m getting too 
old.”” 

Anchus feels lucky to be 
alive. Of the 2.59 million peo- 
ple who served in the Vietnam 
War, 58,159 were killed and 
304,000 were wounded 

On March 8, 1971, Anchus 
was captured after his helicop 
ter was shot down near the de- 
militarized zone 

“Pm very fortunate because 
I still killed Vietnamese when 
I was captured,’”’ said Anchus, 





50. “I was lucky they didn’t 
kill me.”” 
He remained in captivity 





until the last U POWs were 
released March 27, 1973, 
according to terms of the Par- 
is Peace Treaty 

Only three minutes before 
Anchus was captured, he was 
shot in the chest. He credited 
his initial survival to his fron- 
tline troops, who administered 
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him five morphine pills and 
patched the wound 

Anchus said he also survived 
because he didn’t want to let 


the experience get him down 





“I wanted to get back to my, 
family and tell them I love 
them one more time,”’ he said 

It wasn’t the first time he 


w. wounded in Vietnam 
Anchus was shot in the head 
and thumb in an earlier skir- 
mish, but lived to fight on 

But after being taken into 
captivity, he received fewer 
medical treatments, even 
though he had surgery twice 

‘When I got to Hanoi, my 
bandages were changed only 
twice a week,”’ he said. ‘I say 
Christopher | Columbus was 
treated far more up-to-date 
than I was." 

A graduate from West Point 
Academy in 1969, Anchus said 
he was transferred to Vietnam 
in August 1970 
“I was a monstrous 22 years 
, he said 
Upon arriving Vietnam 
Anchus said he grew up very 
quickly because he became a 
platoon leader and a company 
commander 

I had a 43-year-old platoon 
sergeant call me the old man 
when I w. .” he said 

But up until his release from 
captivity, Anchus had only lim 
ited contact with his fiancee 
(whom he married 72 days 
after being released) and his 
parents 

In fact, he was not allowed 
to send his first letter to his 
parents until 15 months after 
being captured. 

“The Army knew that I was 
alive,’’ he said.
